John Eby, a representative agriculturist of this county 
was born at Liberty Mills, in Wabash County, Indiana, the son 
of Michael Eby. Hannah Bender was Michael Lyman Eby's wife. 
When the son John was three his father died. Hannah later 
married again. 

John had a brother Henry who early in life went to Galveston, 
Texas to make his home. John, however, remained in Iroquois 
County.He spent the greater part of his youth with his guardian. 
His schooling was limited, he being permitted to attend the pub- 
lic schools only for a few months a year, but he was early 


trained to farm labor. He came to Iroquois County with his 


sonatas and step-father about 1860. 


John married Sarah Sturdevant, deughter of Jonathan Clark 
Sturdevant, in 1873. They located on a small fsrm on the south 
side of the Iroquois River for several years. Gradually as his 


resources increased he bought more land until finally having 


- procured two-hundred and thirty acres of rich and valuable land, 


he 4s considered one of the thrifty and well-to-do farmers of 
this county. 

There were six children born to this family, of whom four 
are still living. These are Charles, Eva, Lucinda, and Ida. 
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LIEUTENANT EVERETT ALLEN TAYLOR

Lieutenant Everett Allon Taylor was born in Sandoval, 
Illinois, November 1, 1891, and resided there until he 
removed to Cleveland, Oklahoma, in 1912. He was graduated 
from Sandoval High School and Cooper College. While in High 
School he was considered one of the best all around athletes 
4n Southern Illinois. i 

He was a one-hundred per cent American boy, and enjoyed 
every sport. When he was about ten years old it is recorded 
that in celebrating an anniversary of the birth of American 
Independence with a super-abundance of fire works, and fire 
crackers, he set fire to the Taylor home. 

Lieutenant Taylor was very prominent in cormunity life. 
He was a member of the Christian Church and taught a large 
class of young men; was also choir director, and very active 
in Masonic work. He also contributed a large portion of his 
time to-coaching High School athletics, and playing foot-ball 
and base-ball on the city ey name and also contributed his 
music ability freely to the commnity. In 1913 he assumed of 
his ovm free will the responsibility of providing a home for 
his mother si sister. As for his vocation--he was employed 
in the o411 industry. 7 

When war was ddolaped he volunteered on August 8, 1917, 
and was sent to the ground aviation school at Austin, Texas. 


Upon finishing the course at Austin, he was sent to Grden City, 
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Lieut. E. A. Taylor 
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New York. A few days later, his Company stole quietly avay 
one night, and Thanksgiving day found him at sea. He landed 
‘ gafely and was sent to Clermont, Ferrand, an aviation concen- 
tration camp. He lingered there until spring of 1918, when 
he and seventeen other aviators were given the opportunity to 
volunteer to go to a bombing school. He finished bombing school 
in July, was assigned to the 20th Aero Squadron, and was sent 
4mmediately to the front where he lived only about six weeks. 

There follows an extract from an article by the flight 
leader, published in the North American Review, of the last 
fight in which Lieutenant Taylor took part: "The battle of 
the Argonne began on the 26th of September. It was a day of 
bad weather, but with an offensive under WAY, the aviator flew, 
weather or none. The pilots and observers of the flicht lmew 
this well. They understood that their orders had been so 
disorganized by their commanding major, that inevitable and 
formidable German resistance was in store for them. They 
knew, finally, that the plane to which they confided their 
lives, the American-built De Haviland 4, was the very worst 
air-craft between the Swiss border and the North Sea on either 
side of the line. They called it, "The Flaming coffin" and 
their major, "The German Ace". 

They were members of the 20th Day Bombing Squadron, and 
such types of young American spirit as you would cheer to find 
any place. They were picked men sent to the front from long 
duty in the rear, green to war conditions, very enthusiastic 
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themselves haprened to be such men as they were, they went 


on their way rejoicing, Cooper waving "luck" to Matthews and 
“Taylor; Carrot Jeering at the fog in the last words he ever 
spoke, and Rhinelander filled with the dignity of his first 
venture "across". Fourteen aviators took part and from which. 
three returned. ) 

"These men were among the best we had and lost. They 
lived strong lives intimately and merrily with one another; 
they cared for France and flying; they resented the Germans 
from time to time though never as seriously as they resented 
the stupidity of their owm higher commanders. They loved their 
lives and gave them, like so many others in battle, Nand reaped 
not any glory from the strife"--or, at least, very little. 

For myself, who led them, they were the highest experience 

the war held.” 


‘The aftermath of an aerial battle brought as many differ- 
ent accounts as there had been participants. War in the air 


4s swift and impersonal. A little French paper called "Cent 
Soixante”" was sent by a friend of Everett's to his sister 
Lois-- it it is, without doubt, the most perfect account of the 


battle ‘that has been received: 

"A Stone of black granite, with the names and grave 
numbers now marks the spot where some of our gallant comrades 
of the 20th Aero Squadron lie buried. The Seni is at Pierre- 

pont, a short distance from Joppecourt and was the scene of a 
| fierce aerial combat. The data on the fight and location of 


the graves was collected by Sergeant Charles Arnold and 
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embodied in the following report: 

"On December 1st, 1918, I was in Pierrepont, France, 
and in a conversation with an old French woman I learned 
that an serial fight occurred just east of that village be- 
tween American and German aviators. I inquired into the 
details and interviewed a number of French who claimed to 
have been eye witnesses. Their statements agreed and the 
following is the story as told me:" 

"The formation apparently had broken up and two American 
eahanee were flying alone. They were attacked over Pierre- 
pont and just east of the railway track, by a German machine. 
The German dived on one and immediately it burst in flames. 
The second American machine was somewhat in advance of the one 
to burn and then turned and engaged the German--this was Lt. 
Matthews and observer Lt. Taylor. The German at once lost 
' eontrol and the American machine was coming down in a big 
spiral when suddenly they also lost all control and crashed. 
The German was instantly killed as well as the pilot of the 
American machine. The observer was still breathing when the 
machine was reached. The pilot of this machine was terribly 
disfigured, his face being entirely torn away. 

. "The observer 4n the machine that burned was so badly 
burned that nothing could be found to identify him upon his 
body. The pilot was Lt. Harris, the observer was heliaved to 
~ have been Lt. Forbes. Lts. Matthews and Taylor were in the 
second machine to crash and it is the opinion of all who saw 


the fight that Lt. Taylor brought down the Hun. 
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"As soon as the Germans reached the scene of the crash, 
they ordered ell civilians away and commenced to collect 
souvenirs from the dead bodies, -taking off their flying suits 
and boots. The bodies were then taken to a nearby house and 
a French civilian ordered to guard them. The extent of Lt. 
Taylor's injuries could not be sanertatnee: he was RESseET 
when carried avay but evidently died that night, and was 
buried the following day with the others. A German priest 
officiated at the graves. They had a civil burial.” | 

A Stone of black granite was erected over their fraves 
with their names and grave numbers. Later the bodies were 
removed to our National cemetery, St. Mihiel American Ceme- 
tery, Thiancourt-Meurthe-et-'oselle. 

Due to the many letters received from abroad from Piet. 
Taylor's many friends and ee officers and the many 
resolutions of respect to his memory in his comunity, it is 
a well known fact that his was one of those rare and well bal- 
" anced minds that readily perceive the real values of life. 
How worth while it is to be a man of Christian character 
among men! His business het get to his church and the com- 
munity were as efficient as was his onte fous relationship. 
He was always ready to assist any movement for the betterment 
of his church or welfare of the Ape a aS a By enlisting in 
the aviation service of his country, as soon as the nation's 
need became lkmowm, he showed a brave and exalted spirit and 
the possession of the highest ideals of liberty and life. The 


record of service to his country as reported by his superior 
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officers and army friends, prove the steadfastness and purity 
of his purposes and the determination to vindicate them in 
action-—even in the last extremity of danger--when meeting 
overwhelming enemy forces in the air behind the enemy lines. 
The manner of his passing is a fitting crown of glory for 
the life he lived. | . | 

‘His church held memorial services and dedicated a room 
to his memory by hanging his picture as a fitting memorial. 
fhe American Legion. Post at Cleveland, Oklahoma nared their 
Post in his honor, the Everett Taylor Post. In 1950 Ponca 
City, Oklahoma, named their large Municipal Air Port, The 
Everett Taylor Flying Field, because he was the only aviator 
killed in Bre lor from Oklahoma, md because of his splendid 
character. Mrs. Taylor, the mother, and Lois, his sister, 
were invited to be guests of the city for the occasion. It 
was an outstanding onebrat torr Major General Fechet, chief 
of the air service of the United States, was present at that 
time.A Metro-Goldwyn Mayer. News Reel man was there taking 
pictures. There is also a picture of Lieutenant Taylor in
